THE FRANCHISE 111 1. 1.. 

We have certainly made progress in the 
franohiao bill this week. In the first 
place tho grave objection to which 1 have 
alluded in previous letters, of giving to 
tho revising barrister unlimited power 
and not allowing any appeal from his de- 
cision, except upon points of law, has been 
done away with, by tho government con- 
ceding an appeal on questions of fact. 
County court .judges and superior court 
judges will perform the duties of revising 
barristers in all cases where they can be 
got to act, and from communications re- 
ceived by tho government it is understood 
that these judges will perform the work 
with a very slight addition to their salary. 
As county court judges are now a filial 
court of appeal there can be little objec- 
tion to tho preparation of the lis Is by 
them. From tho fact that these gentle 
men will perforin the duties at a low sal- 
ary, the complaint of the opposition that 
an enormous expense is about to be en 
tailed on the country is entirely without 
foundation. Sir John ibis week also in- 
dicated the other changes the government 
propose to make in tho bill. The proper- 
ty qualification in towns ia to be reduced 
from $300 to 8200, the income franchise 
from §400 to 8300, and earnings are t« be 
considered as income, thus inuicating that 
the laborer shall have the franchise as well 
as the trader and others. Further the air- 
sence of mariners and fishermen iu their 
calling, and of students in pursuit of edu- 
cation is to bo reckoned as residence tor 
the purpose of qualifying under tho bill. 
These amendments go a long way in the 
direction of liberalizing tho measure, tuitl 
will undoubtedly make it moro popular 
in the country. 'I hey completely cut tho 
ground from under the feet of tho oppo- 
sition, who aro beginning to discover that 
thoir obstruct ion to the bill is of no effect. 
The sooner they abandon their present 
policy the better it will be for them, as 
what they are now doing is only tending 
in tho direction of making parliamentary 
institutions ridiculous. 

Hilt John's little Juki;. 
Tho premier loves a joko as well as any 
man and ho can clinch a point with an 
appropriate story in an admirable way. 
Tho othor day Mr. Mills was good enough 
to intimate that the tight on I ho Frau- 
chiBO bill was a trial of physical endur- 
ance. Sir John in the course of one of 
his speeches roforred to this statement, 
and said if it wore true the government 
Would havo to put up with the trial as 
best they could. It reminded him of a 
story whigl; ho would repeat for tho hon. 
member's edification. There was an In- 
dian in Prince Edward county, who had 
murdered a farmer and his wife, llo was 
caught in the act, there was no hope for 
him, and as ho was certain to bo convicted 
and to suffer tho extremo penalty of the 
law, all tho clergy wero anxious to bring 
him to a sense of his true position. One 
day he said to his gaoler) "Mr. MoGuire, 
what kind of a place is hell/" "Well, 
John," ho replied, "it is a place! of tor - 
ment whoro bad people go to." "Many 
peoplo there?" "Oh yes, all the bad poo- 
plo go there." "Who was the first man 
thorol" asked the Indian. "The dovil" 
was tlie reply. "Is ho there yet?" "Oh 
yes" said tho gaoler. "Well then" said 
tho Indian "if ho can stand it, I can." 
You might havo hoard a pin drop so silent 
was every one during the time Sir John 
was speaking, but when ho sat down a 
tremendous roar of laughter wont up.

Accordingly this 
week we have had quite a number pre- 
sented. Their etl'eet has been consider- 
ably weakened, however, by tho fact 
which has become known that tho grits 
were paying to canvassers the munificent 
sum of fifteen cents for every hundred 
signatures they obtain.

That the grits are 
thoroughly ashamed uf these tactics is 
seen in ttie fact that many of tho peti- 
tions havo not boon backed with the uamo 
of the member presenting them, and it is 
impossible to tell who has handed them 
in, because grit members aro presenting 
thein from their supporters in conservative 
constituencies. Another litllo incident 
which has caused some comment is the 
disrespectful way in which that belliger- 
ent grit member, Dr. Landerkin, has re- 
ferred to some of tho petitions. He pokes 
fun at them by calling them "allig tors," 
and 'evidently has not a very high o pinion 
of his constituents 

A NOltTHWKST CYCLONE, 
Thursday morning it was whispered 
round thi! proas room that the boys in the 
gallery would havo a change from the 
easy times they have been enjoying re- 
cently as in thu afternoon the Hon. lid- 
ward was going to lire off one of his 
thunderbolts at tho government. Sure 
enough Mr. Blake did get up before the 
orders of the day wore called and road us 
! a carefully prepared ossay in which he 
i complained strongly because tho govern- 
I ment had not brought down the papers re- 
specting tho half-breeds . Tho speech, which

THK SEN ATI! AND THE SCOTT ACT. 
The upper chamber is not a very, popu- 
lar body among tho bulk of the Canadian 
poople. Its emasculation of the Scott 
act, to which 1 referred two or three 
weeks ago, has had tho tendency to make 
them still moro unpopular, and has array- 
ed against them tho strength of the tem- 
perance party A crowded nueting was 
held iu Ottawa this week to protest 
against tho senato amendment permitting 
the sale of alo, beer, and light wines in 
counties where the Scott act has gone in 
force. Tho "lords" wore denounced in 
unmeasured terms and tho resolutions 
protesting against thoir action were 
couched in very strong language. If tho 
senato does not back down with a quiet 
easy grace it will go hard with them, and 
will do moro to bring them into disrepute 
than any other action they have previous- 
ly taken. Temperance sentiment, these 
days, is very strong, and will stand no 
trifling with. The latest proposition to 
kill tho act is an amendment by which iu 
case of two-fifths, instead of one-half as 
now, of thu votes polled appear against 
tho petition it shall tie held not carried, 
and that it shall require three-fifths in 
stead of one-half, as now, of tho votes 
polled to appear for the petition to enable 
tho returning officer to declare tho peti- 
tion adopted. 

LOItli MEI.C1CNU. 
The governor-general's military secre- 
tary, Lord Melgund, returned to Ottawa 
on Wednesday from the Northwest whoro 
he has boon serving under Middleton. Ho 
speaks highly of the valor displayed by 
the Canadian volunteers, and thinks that 
tho rebellion is now at an end. Ono [mint 
ho mnkes clear respecting which there has 
been considerable controversy, viz , that 
(Jol! Otter njade his dash on Poundmakar 
against orders. His instructions wero to 
garrison Hattloford, and it is said when 
the news of tho fight at Cut Knife creek 
reached Middleton ho was thunderstruck 
and could not boliove it at first. Later 
accounts of tho fight aro not so coleur de 
rose, as wero published at first. It is 
clear that Otter got himself into a bad 
box, and he may thank his lucky stars 
that ho got out us well as he did. 

MISCELLANEOUS NOTES. 

Since the half-breed commission has been 
at work six half-breed heads of families 
tho province of \ have proved themselves entitled to receive 
■ money script, redeemable in land for $160, 
and i22 minors, $240 each. 

Mr. Pope stated the other day, in answer 
to a question, that the government supplied 
tho rails for tho section of tho (J. P. R. in 
British Columbia. With respect to the 
right of tho contractor to use them for the 
transport of traffic over the' unballasted 
line there was nothing stated in the contract 
about it, although there had been consider- 
able complaints on the point. 

The following measures havo yet to he 
legislated upon, so that it will be seen, even 
if the frauehise bill were out of the way 
that tho work before us is not light : The 
bankruptcy bill, the insurance bill, and tho 
court of claims bill. The estimates must 
be passed, and the C.I'. K. resolutions can- 
not longer be delayed. The company is 
badly iu need of cash and tho employees 
on the eastern soctiou are anxiously looking 
for the pay car, which is two nionlhs be- 
hind time. 

There was great rejoicing here when it 
became known that Poundmaki r had sent 
back the 21 teamsters whom he had captur- 
ed, and was anxious to make terms of peace. 
Everything points to a speedy termination 
of tho Northwest troubles. 

The government promises to transport 
the bodies of any volunteers who have 
fallen, to their old homes free of charge. 

Sir John stated yesterday that the gov- 
ernment were considering the advisability 
ol making a grant of land to every volun- 
teer who is serving in the Northwest.

BRITAIN'S TORPEIH) BOATS. 

Until men begin to boat their swords 
into plow shares and their spears into 
pruning hooks chore will always bo a pro- 
found interest manifested in engines of 
war. Within the past fifteen years there 
lias been added to every navy a torpedo 
service, and all British ships, at least, 
that go to sea are equipped with one or 
more of those terribly destructive 
weapons. Tho lato unpleasantness bo- 
twoen Great Britain and Russia yavu an 
impetus to the production of new mur- 
derous engines of evory description; and 
torpedoes were not left behind 111 tho race 
towards perfection. There has just been 
handed over to tho admiralty at. Ports - 
mouth by Thornycroft it Uo. , the largest 
and most destructive torpedo boat ever 
built. It is Llo feet long and 12 feet (! 
inches in beam, and it will run at about 
twenty knots an hour. In thu bows are 
two tubes, each to be charged with a 
Whitehead torpedo, and in the stern of 
thu boat is another tube for another tor 
pedo, which cm be discharged 111 any 
direction while the vessel is going at full 
speed, and which, it is said will, with al ■ 
most absolute certainty, hit a ship at '_'()() 
or 300 yards distance. It is also armud 
with a Nordenfeldt gun with nearly an 
all-around lire. There is another boat 
lying in tho yard now which was built 
last year. Tho government has just or- 
dered twenty torpedo boats of this firm, 
which is now working night and day on 
tho shallow draft boats lor Nilo service. 
This firm are tho patentees of a peculiar 
form of screw, giving groat spued and es- 
pecially well adapted for vessels of a light 
draught. This screw, together with well- 
laid lines and p iwerful small compound 
condensing engines, lias afforded the 
means of turning out just thu vessels for 
torpedo service — lilliput ian in size and 
herculean in strength. The twenty bouts 
ordered by tho government are different 
from the one just delivered at Ports- 
mouth. They are to be what is known as 
"spar torpedo" boats — frightful little 
'desperadoes that rush right up to an 
enemy's vessel with a torpedo about twice 
tho size of a man's iiai, and with folly 
pounds of dynamite or gun-cotton inside 
it, stuck at the end of a spar thrust 
out from its bows. This spar is 
of steel in three pieces riveted to- 
gether, ft lies along the deck or- 
dinarily, but 011 the approach of an 
enemy a windlass is brought into action, 
and a wire- rope is coiled and the pole 
thrust out over the bows and dipped 
down so as to bold tho torpedo about 
twonty feet in advance of the bow and 
nino foot below tho surface of the water. 
Any vessel unlucky enough to meet ono 
of those little spitfires thus prepared has 
only to toueh the torpedo, and, unless it 
he of exceptional construction, down it 
must pretty certainly go; or, if the im- 
pact is not. actually made, thu officer on 
board the torpedo boat can lire it at dis- 
cretion by electricity by merely pressing a 
key. Of course it is not always that one 
of these little dare-devils can got at a 
ship at close quarters, and for torpedoes 
the charge of explosive is not great. If 
it wore a heavier charge it would prob- 
ably destroy the torpedo boat as well as 
the vessel attacked. Hut, says Mr. .John 
Donaldson in a paper road by him before 
the British association sumo time ago, 
"It is a question whether it would not be 
a more prudent and certain course to use 
tho star torpedo in circumstances like 
those which obtained at Alexandria the 
other day, when the attacking ships were 
so enveloped in smoke that tho tiring had 
to bo suspended till tho smoke cleared 
away. Tho midshipmen in the tops 
might have seen boats four hundred yards 
off" — the distance from which a White- 
head torpedo might have been launched 
at the vessel below the said midshipman 
— "and might have directed tiie machine 
gun tire upon them, but close in 1 ques- 
tion if he could, and it would be easier 
for the Cjinmanders of the torpedo boats 
to find an opening for a Bpar torpedo than 
to direct ttio course of a Whitehead in 
tho mass of smoke with which they and 
the enemy would bo surrounded. " This 
may servo as an illustration <>f tho pur- 
posos to which spar torpedoes may some- 
times bo put. Those just ordered by the 
government, it should be added, art) to 
have on their decks, in addition to the 
Bpar, a Hotchkiss gun. capable of shoot- 
ing out six explosive shells pretty nearly 
all round the compass These shells are 
designed to oripple or destroy the enemy's 
torpedo boais. They will pierce their 
bullet proof iron casing, and must be par- 
ticularly nasty visitors inside one of these 
closely (Kicked little craft Tho small 
spar-boats are not to be compared with 
the one sent out, from Thornycroft & Go. 
or with another which is being built in 
the same yard. The London News gives 
the following description of tho latter- 
It is a long, narrow craft, clad in an iron 
coating sufficiently thick to keop out bullets, 
though penetrable by the missiles of ma- 
chine-guns such as the Nordenfeldt or 
Hotchkiss. It is divided throughout its 
length into nev< u or eight water-tight com- 
partments, which in action would each be 
cloHi-ly shut in from the rest of the vessel. 
If, therefore, a hole were made in any one 
of them, and it tilled with water it would 
not sink the boat. In the engine-room 
there is an especially ingenious provision 
against any mishap involving the bursting 
of one of the steam pipes. As engineers, 
when the boat is in action, would be shut 
down close in their own water-tight com- 
partment the bursting of a steam -pipe 
would involve the death of the men by a 
horrible process of scalding. lu these 
Thornycroft boats there is a small iron 
door in the roof of the engine-room, which, 
under the increased pressure of the escap- 
ing steam, would blow open automatically. 
Tho torpedo-chamber is, of course, 111 tho 
foro part of the vessel. There are two huge 
tubes lying parallel with tho keel of the 
boat and connected with these is a deal of 
complicated machinery. Into these tubes 
the Whitehead torpedoes — frightful pack- 
ages of oxplosives and machinery, some 
fourteen or fifteen inches in diameter and 
fourteen to nineteen inches long -are thrust 
and shut in, and then the air in the tubes is 
condensed till it has a pressure of about 
100 atmospheres. Of course the torpedo is 
discharged by opening the front of the tube, 
when tho outward rush of the condensed 
air carries the torpedo with it. The thing 
pursues a steady course under the water, 
propelled partly by the momentum impart- 
ed to it from the tube and partly by its own 
internal mechanism, working a screw. In 
•10 Beconds it will travel 500 yards, carrying 
in the head of it a charge— if a full-Bized 
.torpedo — of some three-quarters of a hun - 
dred weight of gun-cotton or dynamite. It j 
is doubtful whether anything afloat could I 
staud tho blast of one of theso monsters of I 
the deep. I

WASHINGTON. 
Washington, .Juno 4.— The president 
has appointed ( Ion. W. S. Ltosecrans, of 
California, to be registrar of thu treasury. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, June 4. — David T. Mur- 
phy, senior member of the San Francisco 
dry goods house of Murphy, Grant it 
Co.. died to day at the Winds >r Hotel, 111 
this city, aged fifty live years He ar- 
rived hero last Saturday, and was im- 
mediately prostrated with Bright's dis- 
ease. He had great faith in the water of 
Luurdea, and believed if he could only 
have reached there his life would be pro- 
longed. Against the wishosof his family 
physician, Goo, Chismoro and his friends 
Mr. Murphy expressed his determination 
of visiting Lourdes. He cabled to his 
family in Europe his intentions and they 
came half way to meet him, arriving in 
thif city last Sunday.

CANADA. 
Halifax, X. S., June I. -Al a largely at- 
tended meeting of the Halifax chamber of 
commerce yesterday, a resolution was 
adopted demanding that tho Dominion gov- 
ernment call upon tin? admiral of the British 
fleet to protect the Xova Seotiau fishermen 
from the encroachments of American fish- 
er en. Speeches were made, in which it 
was declared that friendly relations were 
desired with the people oi the United States, 
but unless the Dominion government pro- 
tected them against encroachments by 
Americans they would appeal to the Im- 
perial government . 

ENGLAND. 
London', June 4. — The Americans here 
express themselves well pleased with the 
warmth of the reception accorded to Minis- 
ter Phelps. At the banquet lust evening by 
the lord mayor, the mayor in proposing his 
health said that he gave to him a most cor- 
dial greeting, nt)t only on behalf of our 
cousins in London, but of the people of 
England. The mayor then in words of 
praise spoke of Lowell and closed a grace- 
ful tribute lo Mr. Lowell by characterizing 
him as "oue whom all honor." Mr. Phelps 
was much applauded during the delivery of 
the response to his health. 

FRANCE.

EARL BOSEBEBV'S MISSION. 

The Alleged Price ofBisnmrck's 
Friendly Influence. 



New York, May '17. — The Sun's London 
special says: Politicians are absorbed with 
the mission of Karl Rosebery to Germany 
and Holland. Tho most roseate accounts 
are given of the cordiality of Bismarck's 
greeting, and sanguine hopes are built upon 
Rosebery's conference with Count Schouva- 
loff and Count Yon Hatzfeld. It has all 
alung iieou assumed (hat if Bismarck chose 
he could compel peace between Russia and 
England upon terms which it would not 
dishonor the latter to accept, and tho ques- 
tion as to whether lie would do so hinged 
on other questions of whether he or the 
German Empire had anything lo gain by 
such solution or anything to lose by allow- 
ing two nations to exhaust themselves in 
war. L'p to the present time it has seemed 
as though Germany could have little inter- 
est in either side of the Anglo-Russian con- 
tention. Russia and England hud vast 
schemes of colonization in view, and Ger- 
many had a grout stake in preserving tho 
equilibrium of Europe. Bui a quarrel in 
tho middle of tho wildest part of Asia prom- 
ised to have little effect upon tho balance of 
power. 

Hence when it began to lie rumored a 
few days ago that Bismarck proposed to 
mediate in tho Anglo -Russian quarrel, 
tho question immediately asked was, 
What is ho to got / That question ia now 
believed to be answered. 1 hero arc good 
reasons for believing that Bismarck is 
eagerly desirous for the restoration of 
Ismail Pasha to the throne of Egypt, and 
that her consent to the arrangement, 
which moans practically thu extinction of 
English influence in Egypt, is thu price 
which England i.s lo pay for Germany's 
good offices with Russia. When Ismail 
Pasha was deposed at the instigation of 
England and Franco in 187!', Germany's 
interest in Oriental affairs was very small. 
During the past few years it has grown 
immensely. It is now the pet ambition 
of Bismarck and of the Crown Princu 
Frederick William to make Germany a 
great, colonial power. Many of her colo- 
nization enterprises are located in Africa, 
and it would be to their advantage forGer- 
many to have control of the most iniport- 
1 ant country on that continent. 
I Bismarck's interest in Egyptian affairs 
' has been strikingly shown within the past 
few weeks by tho courHu of tho German 
delegate to the Suez Canal conference and 
in many other ways. If Ismail Pasha is 
to be restored, it may ho taken fur grant - 
1 od that it will bo as a tool of Bismarck, 
and it is said that ho has already given 
] pledges to that effect, Ismail himself has 
boon kuowii to be intriguing very actively 
for years past to secure hia return to the 
thnme of Eitypt. Although nominally 
I bankrupt by the surrender of all his pro- 
j perly in part payment of the British 
; bondholders, ho has lived with his harem 
! in regal splendor ever since his retirement, 
and has spout money like water in bribing 
iiowupapurs and politicians throughout 
J Europe to support ti is cause. The project 
1 of Ismail's restoration is said to have tho 
I approval of France, Austria and Italy. 
; Tho French are impelled to support Bis- 
marck's programme on ireueral principles 
i by their jealousy of English predominance 
! 111 Egypt and by a belief that the interests 
of French bondholders would he at ieiisl 
as well protected by Germany ns by Eug; 
land. Italy is said to have hesitated un- 
til England announced her intention of 
evacuating Egypt and coolly ignored 
Lilly's claims by proposing that Turkey 
should henceforth garrison the country. 
It is further said that England is not un- 
willing to have Ismail restored, being dis- 
gusted with the weakness uf Towfik Pasha, 
the present khedn'o, and half suspicious 
of Ins fidelity

Subsistence in New York; 

New York, May 211.— At tho Brooklyn 
tabernacle, Sunday, Mr. Talmage spoke 
of female labor. En the course of his re- 
marks he said: "Very long ago the nee- 
dle was busy. In ancient times tho toil 
was honored, lint tho needle has slain 
more than the sword. Some poople 
thought by tho invention of the sewing 
machine needle toll would virtually he al- 
leviated. Biit alas! while the sewing ma- 
chine has been a groat advantage to tho 
woll-to do families, there are 10,000 wo- 
men, notwithstanding the sowing machine, 
who are only ublo to make §'J or §:! a 
week. So thai there are the absorbing 
questions for every man and woman who 
has any regard for the welfare of society. 
Is there no way to overcome tho abase 
inent uf the needle I Sixty-livo thousand 
sowing girls in this cluster of cities! 
Stand on a street curlier at U or 7 o'clock 
ill the morning; you see the working girls 
inarching on, Soniu have had no break- 
fast, or aro chewing tho crusts loft from 
tho previous evening. Why don't they 
riilo en the elevated road >. Because they 
cjsi't got thu 10 cents. Why not on the 
surface road I Because they cannot 
raise f> cents. Some try to make a living 
by flower-making, some by millinery, 
others by cigar-making, by beudmaking, 



by bookinaking, by labeling. But thu 
larger number of them, and perhaps 
the most overworked and the least 
paid, are the sewing women. You sue 
them marching on! New, I am not speak- 
ing about abstractions. We had a 
woman who fainted in this church some 
time ago. When alio was taken to tho vestl 
bnli! the physician said it was not medi- 
cine idle wanted -—it was something to out. 
As she was ceming to, sbo said almost in- 
coherently: 'Eight cents; 1 almost got 
it done.' It was found out afterwards 
she win a sewing woman; that she made 
garni e nt a at 8 cents apiece, making only 
three a .1 ly. Three tunes H aro '24. Hoar 

that, nii'i) and women 111 comfortable 
homes, hear that! Don't some of you 
think it is time fur someone to speak on 
these subjects i Let 1110 say, young wo- 
man, start out wnh the idea that work is 
honorable and that there ia something 
that you can do belter Lbati anyone else 
can do it. It after awhile you change 
your condition, you have the spirit of 
knowing you arc able to take care of your- 
self."

The wedding of Princess Beatrice is to 
take place from Osborne in tho parish 
church of Whippinghani (Canon l'rothero's 
ling) 011 Thursday, July 23rd. The whole 
J affair i« to be as i|iiiet us passible; but 
everybody who has enjoyed much exporicneit 
of court (unctions knows very well that a 
I ceremony whinh is announced to be "ijuito 
private" and "perfectly tiuiet," has an 1111- 
! controllable tendency to develop into 
1 almost as lag and troublesome a business 
j as if it hud been conducted on old state 
lines and strictly regulated by pre- 
i cedents. By way of compensating for the 
comparative absence of state, there is to be a

Thu Curnielitu Plalz whs tilled 
with a howling mob, rtnd free lights 
are frequent. I'he shops of Jews have; 
bwii 1 'aided and ruined and their own- 
ers violently assaulted, Not less than 
forty persons wore severely wounded. 
The police, made runny arrests, stiil 
they were powerless to repress the riot- 
ers, and were obliged to cull for the aid 
of 1 lie military^ 

Other riots of violence and destruc- 
tiveness have taken place in the Wicn- 
cleu ami NueU'ii districts, In these dis- 
tricts the entire police force is on duty 
patrolling thu streets and preventing 
the gathering of crow, Is. 

The Gorman Liberal party had three 
of its candidates defeated in Vienna, 
which is a toss of throe .seats in that 
one city ulone. In Leopoldstad, Herr 
Sehwi'der, the anti Semitic candidate, 
was beaten out of sight. The majority 
against him is (iOOU votes to 26.

The Defend mi is Fined S'iO. 
Tin; itlasislrale's Judgment. 

In tho police court on Thursday tho 
police magistrate, in tho case of Chong 
Yuen and Wing Chong, charged with re- 
fusing to pay the 810 license under the 
Chinese Regulation Act, 1884, delivered 
the following judgment: 

In this case 1 have had the great advan- 
tage of hearing ther attorney-general in 
support of the charge, and Mr. Richatds, 
Q, C, for the defense The charge is 
proved; and indeed the facts alleged in it 
are not denied; but Mr Richartls claims 
tho act is unconstitutional and void. S i 
far as I know a defense of this character 
was never before raised in a police court. 

Tho act was passed more than a year 
ago, and received the assent of tho lieut.- 
govurnor acting under the advice of his 
responsible ministers, in Her Majesty's 
name. It lias not boon disallowed, and 
the time for disallowing it has expired 
It would obviously be absurd for a police 
magistrate on his own responsibility to 
declare this or any other act duly passed 
to be unconstitutional, and refuse to act 
upon it; and 1 feel sure Mr. Richards 
recognizes this, although be was kind 
enough in the course of his argument to 
give me credit for perhaps more lagal 
knowledge than I can fairly claim; but he 
Bays that I am bound by the judgment of 
Ml'. Justice (iray in 1878 declaring a 
somewhat similar act void. (Sing vs. 
McGuire, S. C, li. C, Sept. 187S ) 
There is no judge in Uritiah Columbia 
whoso decisions aro entitled to more 
weight than Mr. J ustice Gray's; but in 
the first place his judgment was not upon 
the act in question, nor upon one strictly 
identical with it; and in the next place 
since LS78 tho decision of still higher 
courts than tho supreme court of British 
Columbia, have, ua the attorney -general 
has pointed out, thrown now light on the 
construction of the British North Anier- 
ic i Act; and it is possible that after read 
ing those decisions, and particularly the 
case of Hodge vs. Regina (!) App Ca , 
117), the learned judge might now come 
to a different conclusion. 

It is my duty to administer the law as 
I find it— not as 1 think it ought, to bo. 
Leaving the yravu questions that have 
been raised by Mr. Richards to be dis- 
posed of by a higher court, I therefore 
convict each of the defendants of the 
offense charged, and fine him 5?'J0, to bo 
recovered, paid and applied according to 
law. Edwin Johnson, P. M. 

Mr Richards, for the defence, called 
attention to the fact that every magis- 
trate who acts under an illegal statute 
renders himself liable lor damages. 

Mr. Theo. Davie contended that no tac- 
tion could bo taken against any magis- 
trate administering the law unless it could 
he proven that ho was ucling with malice. 
There was a statute bearing on the ques- 
tion. 

The magistrate said bo would do his 
duly and take the risk of any action. 

Following is the statute referred to: — 
"No action or suit shall be brought 
against any judge, stipendiary magistrate, 
justice of the peaco or ollioor for any act 
or t hi n j by him done under tho supposed 
authority of a statute or statutory provis- 
ion uf the province, or of tho Dominion of 
Canada, which statute or statutory pro- 
vision was beyond tho legislature of tho 
province, or of tho parliament of Canada 
as the easa may be. " — 4^ Vic. , ch. 26, s. 1. 

These were tost cases and the Chinese 
will undoubtedly appeal to the higher 
courts to reverse the decision on tho plea 
of unconstitutionality .

ICeceiii Aceident to a Victoria 
Pleasure Yaeiit. 



The Ada Frances, a well-known sloop 
yacht, hailing from James Bay, mot with 
a slight accident on her last pleasure 
cruise up the coast. While she was lying 
in Uc'iutot harbor, driven in by the nasty 
sou'-east weather, she started one morn- 
ing for tho Indian agency, but never 
reached her destination. As she was try- 
ing to round one of the outlying reefs, 
which are promiscuously strewed around 
that portion of the isle, she had to make 
a tack in order to double the point. 
Having a head wind and tide against her, 
when she came up in tho wind, her-movo- 
able portion of bxliast shifted and put her 
down by the head, so that she wouldn't 
stay. Being on a leo shore, and not hav- 
ing room to wear everything got into con- 
fusion on board, and tho only thing that 
could be hoard above the din of tho surf, 
was the uflioer's voice, giving the order to 
stand by to fend her oil as she w is drift- 
ing broadside on to the rocks.

If they had not all 
boon good swimmers they would have 
fared worse, weighted down as they wore 
with sea-boots and oil skins.

Mr. Fell — It should never have been com- 
menced — you should have slopped it before. 

Mr. Hayward— Well, I will let lie- matter 
drop for the present. Mr. Fell has acknow- 
ledged that he can not nmku any explana- 
tion, and 1 will take the matter elsewhere. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From Mr. S. D. Pope, superintendent 
of education, acknowledging receipt of 
recommendation of the board that the 
$5,000 »jrant bo expended in the construc- 
tion of a separate high scliool, and that 
the same was receiving the attention of 
tho government.

A letter on tho subject was rend from 
Rev. ,1 F. Van Novel, principal of St. 
Lcniia college, in reference to the letter 
from Mr. .1. A. Hailiday, principal of the 
bovs school, complaining that tho boys of t lie 
college were in tho habit of cutting rope3, 
writing indecent language, etc., at the 
grounds of the public school. The prin- 
cipal had made an inquiry into the charges, 
but n i proof was adduced to show i hat the 
charge made was correct. The letter also 
stated that it was known that the public 
school boys wore in the habit of doing 
what the St. Louis college boys were ac - 
cased of. This letter was a very lengthy 
one and went fully into tho question, and 
generally took exception to the charge 
and stated that such an accusation should 
not have been made to tho board, but to 
the principal of the St. Louis college. 

On motion the communication was 
received and hied. 

An account of J. P. Burgess for iyti.50, 
for repairs was ordered to bo paid. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The secretary reported the recoipt of 
the monthly reports, which showed a con- 
siderable increase in general attendance at 
the Hch^ds. 

The secretary also stated that ho had 
received blank forms for tho annual elec- 
tion of the school trustees. Also that it 
would bo necessary to authorize the sec- 
retary to have certain places located for 
holding nominations for each ward. 

The secretary was authorized to issue 
notices for the election. 

Mr. Chambers moved, That all the 
teachers who require certificates for the 
next examination bo grunted them, and 
that the secretary be requested to draw 
them out. Seconded and carried. 

Mr Chambers asked tho date of Mr. 
Muir's appointment. 

The secretary informed him that it was 
the 2!>th July, 18H+.

Respecting the Fire Limits, Wooden 
Buildings, and the Storage of hay 
and Straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
I iug By -Laws bo it enacted by tho 
Mayor and Council of the Corporation of 
tlio City of Victoria aa follows: 

1. Section 2 of "The By-Law for Pro- 
I hibitiriK the Erection of Wooden Build- 
1 inns, 187'J, Amendinent By-Law 1883" is 
j hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof tho 
j following substituted : 

"2. That portion of the City of Vic- 
j toria which is contained within tho limits 
j hereinafter described, namely — coinmonc- 
'■ intt at tlio northwest corner of lot 127, 
I thence running easterly along the north- 
' eru boundary of the said lot to Store 
street, thence easterly across Store street 
in a straight line to tho centro of Fis- 
gard street, thenco easterly along tho 
centre of Fisgard street to tho centro of 
Douglas street, thence southerly along the 
centre uf Douglas street to tho contro of 
Courtenay street, thence along tho centro 
of Courtenay street to tho northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along the northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to tho shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thence along tho shore lino of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of commence- 
ment, — is hereby declared to bo within 
the Fire Limits of the said city."

be repaid by the owner or owtiers there- 
of to the treasurer of the said Corporation, 
and shall be recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before the Police Mag- 
istrate or any other Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within tho said city. 

5, In this Bylaw the word "building" 
shall not apply to any shed within the 
curtilage of another building and used 
exclusively for tho storage of fuel for con- 
sumption in such other building, such 
shed not exceeding ten feet by twelve 
feet in superficial linear measure and ton 
foot in height, nor shall it apply to any

4. The said By-Law is hereby further 
amended by inserting therein '.he follow- 
ing clause as section and by striking out 
the figure (! and substituting tho figure 7 
at the commencement of tho section now 
numbered "6 " Every permission to ro- 
move liny building as aforesaid shall state 
the number of days within which such 
removal is to be effected; and every per- 
son to whom such permission shall have 
been granted who shall fail to complete 
tho removal therein sanctioned within the 
time therein limited therefor shall forfeit 
and pay to tho Treasurer of tho said Cor- 
poration the sum of §10 for each and 
every day or portion of a day that ho shall 
be in default in the premises, and in 
every bucIi case it shall bo lawful for the 
Mayor or a majority of tho Street Com- 
mittee of the Council of the said City to 
cause tlie building to be removed from 
any street or public thoroughfare and all 
cogta and expenses attending such removal 
shall be repaid by the owner or owners of 
such building to the Treasurer of the said 
Corporation, and shall be recoverable 
with costs in like manner as any penalty 
incurred for the broach of a By-Law. 

5. This By-Law may bo cited as "The 
Buildings Removal Amendment By-Law, 
1885."
